REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD 


'io  llic  I)iJi((bil(inls  of  /he  SrJiooI  Disfricl  of  Duuharion: 

The  School  Board  herewith  .suhmits  its  annual  report  for 
the  year  1937. 

Few  repairs  were  made  on  the  school  buildings  this  past 
year.  The  Montalona  school  was  painted  inside  and  some 
minor  repairs  made.  Several  large  trees  in  the  school  yard 
were  removed  as  many  of  the  limbs  were  dead  and  concern 
was  felt  for  the  safety  of  the  children.  A  steel  flagpole  was 
placed  in  the  triangle  near  the  Centre  School. 

Since  some  of  our  pu])ils  attend  Manchester  High  Schools 
it  miglit  be  of  interest  to  you  to  know  that  as  soon  as  a  child 
is  enrolled  in  Manchester  High  School  tuition  must  l)e  paid 
one  half  year  in  advance.  Regardless  of  the  duration  of  at- 
tendance no  rebate  is  made  unless  the  child  enters  high  school 
in  another  city  or  town.  If  a  child  drops  out  shortly  after 
the  beginning  of  the  second  semester,  which  is  February  first, 
tuition  must  be  paid  for  the  full  year. 

Each  school  is  very  fortunate  in  beim;  able  to  procure 
from  the  State  Library  a  Circulating  Library,  consisting  of 
twenty  five  fiction  and  non-fictio.i  Ijooks,  which  mav  be  kept 
three  months. 

This  year  the  Supervisory  Union  held  its  annual  meeting 
at  Dunbarton  Centre  School,  May  eigtheenth.  Mr.  Tarney 
was  reelected  Superintendent  for  another  year. 

An  Institute  for  teachers  of  rural  schools  was  held  at  the 
Town  Hall  in  Dunbarton,  November  first,  with  an  attendance 
of  more  than  a  hundred  from  various  towns  in  this  southern 
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section  of  the  state.  Miss  IMiila  (irilTiii  I'l-oiii  tlic  Stat(^  Op- 
partmoiit  was  in  c-harge  of  the  i)rograni.  Talks  were  given 
by  four  teacliers.  Dr.  Dunn  from  Columbia  University,  New 
York,  sjioke  on  "Tlie  Value  of  Oral  Language".  "Diagnostic 
and  Eemedial  Work  for  Slow  Learning  Pupils"  was  the  sub- 
ject presented  by  Mrs.  Carl  of  Newton,  Mass.,  Supt.  Lloyd 
Young  of  Berlin  gave  an  address. 

An  expression  of  thanks  was  extended  to  Gardiner  Mills  who 
decorated  the  hall  so  attractively  for  the  Teachers'  Institute 
and  for  Graduation.

In  October  one  of  the  Teachers'  Institutes,  directed  hy  Miss 
Phila  Griffin  of  the  State  Departmmt  of  Education,  was 
held  at  the  town  hall  in  Dunharton.  Approximately  one 
hundred  teach:^rs  from  nearhy  towns  were  in  attendance. 
Lunch  was  served  hy  the  ladies.
